which five hundred were killed or 
wounded.

been killed since the rioting began.

Perhaps tlio market for 1901 tobac- 


co Is a trllle more active than a week 
npo, but it is hardly distinguishable 
to tbe naked eye-. 
A half dozen local 


buyers are riding the country but are 
•naklng but few purchases. 
There 


Is till iinlte a difference of opinion bo- 
twcen the buyers and farmers regard- 
Ing the value of the goods still fo- 
sale. 
When the buyers nnd a good crop 


they .-pay current prices, but they 
allege that much of the 
tobacco 


grown in this section must bo used 
for export purposes and Is nt for no 
other: that It must be purchased at 
export prices from II to G cents. 
As 


yet many of the farmers do not care 
to accept these Hgures and business 
lags with sales few and far between 
and until one side gives In . sales 
are bound to be few. 


A disturbing feature in the export 


market Is the fact that last year Brazil 
grow an unusually large nnd perfect 
crop which will enter the European 
markets In direct competition with 
our export goods.

known as the Royal Scots Greys, and 
the detachment was thesefore from one 
of the best efitipped regiments In the 
sen-Ice. The Scots Greys have formed 
a part of General Hamilton's column 
In recent operations, and when sent 
Into service originally In South .Africa 
were n part of Major General Urnba- 
zon'i! brigade with Ixird llobcrts and 
under the command 
of 
Lieutenant 


Colonel W. I'. Alexander. 


The regiment has a historic origin 


that goes back four centuries, and that 
began In various troops raised for the 
suppression of the Covenantor*, 
and 


was originally known as the 
Scots 


Dragoons.

conformists, the regiment found more 
congenial work In the Low Countries, 
and when with Marlborough In Flan- 
ders was sometimes called the "Grey 
Dragoons" and the "Scots Regiment of 
White Horses." .
